@RARRIBLE ACCIDENT ON THE §&:.; 
G, AND N. A. 


WHEN TURNING THE SHARP CURVE, 


The Cars Leave the Track and a Dozen Pas- 
sengers Are Seriously Injured—List 
of the Wounded People. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., February 2.—[Special.]— 
Another wreck occurred on the Savannah, 
Griffin and North Alabama road this after- 
noon, and it was a bad wreck, too. 

At 4:25 o’clock p. m., Conductor Morgan, on 
the west-bound Carrollton train, left the union 
fepot with a mixed train, consisting of four

was fifteen minutes late. 

Engineer James Pitts was atthe throttle. 

learing the junction of the Georgia Midland 

ad Gulf railroad, Mr. Pitts pulled his lever 
back and gave his engine more steam to make 
he grade between the junction and the ex- 
perimental station. 
THE SCENE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Between the two there is asharp curveona 
high embarikment. Striking this peint the 
Par next to the engine left the track, 
pulling the entire train with it. JThe three 
freight cars are scattered in a promiscuous 
heap on either side of the road, while the pas- 
senger cars present a spectacle that is appall- 
ing, indeed, partly on the track and partly 
down the 6mbankment. The smoking car 
lies flat on its side at the bottom of the ditch, 
full twenty feet from the top of the track. The 
ladies’ coach is standing onits top, and how 
any of the passengers escaped instant deatk is 
@ miracle.

Engineer Pitts is very much worried over 
the accident, and says he pelieves he will 
resign, though the accident was in no way his 
fault.

He is confident the 
speed he was running did not exceed twenty 
miles an hour, and in this Conductor Morgan 
bears him out.

Another wreck occurred about three miles 
east of Senoia. From a reliable source THE

BURIAL OF WINDOM. 


Flags at Half-Mast and Public Buildings 
Draped in Mourning. 


WASHINGTON, February 2.—The national 
capital was truly a city of mourning today. 
The executive departments and their various 
branches were closed all day, and congress did 
not assemble till 2 o’clock. Flags on the 
white house and all the other public buildings 
were displayed at half-mast, and so were those 
of the hotels and other business establish- 
ments throughout the city, and the large 
granite columns of the four fronts of the treas- 
ury amen a were heavily draped in black. 
These honors were paid tothe memory of the 
late Secretary Windom, who was stricken 
down in the full tide of his usefulness on the 
29th ultimo, and whose remains were com- 
mitted to their last resting place today. The 
navy department and the department of justice 
were also draped in mourning in memory of 
other distinguished men who had been high in 
the councils of the nation. 

The crape on the navy department was in 
honor of ex-Secretary Bancroft, and the black 
bunting on the department of justice in honor 

‘ot ex-Attorney General Devens. They served, 
however, to add to the generally solemn and 
funeral aspect of this city today on the occas- 
fon of the obsequies of Secretary Windom. 
There was an airof genuine and universal 
raourning throughout the whole city and 
streets in the vicinity of the church where the 
last rites were performed, and along the route 
taken by the funeral procession were crowded 
with men, women and children who stood in 
respectful silence, many of them with bared 
heads, as the mournful cortege passed. 

The funeral was simple in character and 
without the least attempt at display or osten- 
tation. The only semblance to military 
honors was the presence of sixteen members 
of the treasury branch of the national guard 
of the district. They acted as body bearers 
and. marched behind the hearse on its journey 
to the cemetery. They wore the regulation 
uniform and were in cominand of Lieutenant 
Richard Moore, of the treasurer’s office. There 
never was, however, a larger purely civic 
funeral in the city of Washington and it 
strikingly evidenced the people’s great love 
and esteem for the dead statesman.

For His Non-Appearance Before the Com- 
mittee. 


WASHINGTON, February 2.—Tho message 
from the president relative to the succession 
in the office of the secretary of the treasury, 
was read, and referred to the committee on 
ways and means. 

being suspension day, the speaker an- 
nounced thatthe unfinished business was the 
senate bill for the relief of sufferers by the 
wreck of the United States steamer, Talla- 
poosa, and the roll was called. The result 
was: yeas 115, nays 64—not the necessary two- 
thirds—so the house refused to suspend the 
rules and ame the bill. 

Mr. Walker, of Massachusetts, moved to 
suspend the rules and pass the senate bill 
making an additional appropriation of $150,- 
000 to continue the work on the public build- 
ing at Worcester, Mass. In the course of tho 
debate, Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, complained 
of his lack of successin getting action upon 
the Hot nen public building bill, and Mr. 
Breckinridge, of Kentucky, referred to the 
strong existing suspicion that there was a 
buiiding ring which controlled all appropria- 
tions for public buildings. 

_ Mr. Spinola took advantage of the recogni- 
tion to renew his appeal for the passage of the 
bill providing for t Rsrection of &@ monument 
to the victims of British prison ships. The 
bill wag passed—yeas, 138; nays, 55 

The senate bill was passed, on motion of 
Mr. Edmunds, of Virginia, for the erection of 
& public building at Ronoake, Va., with an 

the cost to $75,000. 

On motion of Mr. McKinley a bill was 
passed amending section 180 revised statutes so 
as to read: 

Vacancies occasioned by death or resignation 
shall not be temporarily filled under the three 
preceding sections for a longer period than 
thirty days. 

The present law limits the time to ten days 
and the bill has special reference to the ap- 

ointment of a successor to the late Secretary 

indom. 

Then Mr. Dingley rose and announced that 
the sergeant-at-arms, in compliance with the 
order of the house, was ready to present, at 
its bar, the body of; J. A. Ownbey, whereupon 
Mr. Ownbey, escorted by the sergeant-at-arms, 
Holmes, appeared at the bar, and the sergeant- 
at-arms formally delivered his prisoner to the 
house.

WHAT COULD WE DO 


Great Britain Shovld Appear 
With Its Large Navy? 
WASHINGTON, February 2.—The senate met at 2 


o’clock p. m. 

Mr. Turpie introduced a joint resolution, which 
was referred tothe committee on jr‘diciary, pro- 
posing an amendment to the constitution for the 
election of United States senators by the direct 
vote of the people of the several states.’ He said 
that both his colleague (Mr. Voorhees) and himself 
concurred in the proposition, The legislature of 
their state had, with singular unanimity, passed 
resolutions on the subject. The joint resolution 
might, therefore, be regarded as embodying not 
only the official, but actual, expression of opinion 
of Indiana on that subject. 

THE FORTIFICATION BILL, 

The fortification appropriation bill was taken 
up. 

ae amendment reported by the committee to 
reduce the appropriation for guns and mortar bat- 
teries for the defense of the harbors of Boston, 
New York, San Francisco, Hampton Roads and 
Washington from $1,000,000 to $750,000, gave rise 
to a discussion, Mr. Dolph opposing the amend- 
ment and speaking at much length on the neces- 
sity of a gun factory on the Pacific coast,

What, he asked, 
would the British nation care for a square mile of 
such troops armed with rifles that would not shoot 
over 1,200 yards? He did not want to show the 
nakedness of his country; but it so happened that 
the whole world knew of it already. Every 
foreign nation had usually some bright 
oung man traveling over the United 
States and reading all the reports 
of the secretary of war, secretary of the navy and 
ordnance bureau, and making reports, which 
were all filed and tabulated at home; and they 
knew as well as he did that the United States was 
absolutely helpless. The government could not 
negotiate today with advantage. That was the 
Bibie truth. Great Britain,on the contrary, had 
a magnificent harbor at Halifax protected by no- 
ble batteries anda noble fleet—the best in the 
world. There she could collect gradually ships 
of war to be sent against American ports. She 
had another great naval station at Bermuda, and 
another on the northwestern coast, 80 Close to the 
@C nited States that vessels in that harbor could 
throw shot across the line. 

Mr. Allen—The firing of guns from Vancouver 
can be heard distinctly on the American side. 

Mr. Plumb—Along the Canadian border whist- 
ling can be heard on the other side. 

HAWLEY IS EXCITED,

IT DIDN’T EFFECT CURES. 


Two Patients in Connecticut Die After Being 
Inoculated With Koch’s Lymph. 

New Haven, Conn., February 2.—George 
M. Bradley, who was the first patient in this 
country to receive lymph inoculation, died 
today, anda son of Professor Blake, another 
lymph patient, who had been under treatment 
for nearly two months, is at the point of 
death. Bradley was a man but a little over 30 
years of age, and was not in an advanced state 
of consumption when he began receiving treat- 
ment. Previously he was not con- 
fined to his house, but during 
his treatment he has been. During the past 
few weeks he has suffered intensely, as the 
treatment hada distressing effect upon his 
throat, making it difficult and extremely pain- 
ful for him to take any nourishment.

BLOOD MAY BE SHED 


BETWEEN CLIFTON AND DILLON, OF 
SAVANNAH, 


FOR BOTH OF THE MEN ARE GAME, 


Damaging Rumors in Regard to Clifton Are 
Traced to Dillon, Whereupon a Warlike 
Correspondence Takes Place. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 2.—[Special.]— 
If a meeting does not occur between Hon. 
William Clifton, Chatham’s well-known 
legislator, and John Dillon, county receiver 
of taxes, inside of the next forty-eight hours, 
then all Savannah, and especially the 
friends of the centrai figures, will be 
much surprised. 

It may be on the field of honor, and after all 
the preliminaries prescribed by the code, or it 
may take place on the street here. 

MUTUAL DENUNCIATIONS. 

One thing only is evident at present, and 
that is, that everything points to a speedy and, 
perhaps, fatal encounter between the two 
men. Captain Dillon has openly denounced 
Mr. Clifton as corrupt, and today the 
legislator published the county official to the 
world as a liar and a coward. 

Those were fighting words in Savannah, and 
it is hard to see how there can be any retreat 
on either side. 

THE CULMINATION COMES. 

The culmination did not come until this 
afternoon, when Mr. Clifton published, in The 
Evening Times, the entire correspondence be- 
tween Captain Dillon and himself, saying in 
explanation: 

AS great publicity has been given to the 
charge that my official conduct was influeneed by 
lipproper motives, itis but fair that the public 
should be placed in possession of this corre- 
spondence. 

At the present the county commissioners are 
appointed on the recommendation of the grand 
jury, and this is not satisfactory to a large pro- 
portion of the people, many of whom are op- 
posed to certain of the members of the present 
board. A bill to make the PpoOsi- 
tion an elective one was drawn 
up, and placedin the hands of Mr. Clifton, 
and for good reasons it was not introduced at 
the last session of the legislature. Colonel J. 
H. Estill, of The Morning News, is one of the 
present commissioners. 

CALLING DILLON TO ACCOUNT. 

In his first letter to Captain Dillon, written 
last week, Mr. Clifton said: ‘On my return to 
the city last night, I was informed that you 
have charged that Colonel J. H. Estill paid 
me money to suppress the bill*known as the 
commissioners’ bill in the last legislature. 
Please give me an immediate reply as to 
whether you did make such a charge.” 

In reply, Captain Dillon merely asked for 
the authority for this assertion, and he was 
then informed that J. J. McDonough, the 
present mayor, had stated that Captain Dillon 
said so in the presence of himself and several 
other gentlemen. In replying, Captain Dillon 
gave no direct answer to the question, bat it 
was apparentiyevaded. Again the same ques~ 
tion was put in a third letter.

“IT would respectfully call attention to the im- 
portance of the extension of the branch railroad 
from Laney’s station, on the Lovisville and Nash- 
ville system, to Piedmont, Ala. This branch road is 
now within ten miles of Piedmont, and extending 
forward.

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Cleveland and Hill. 

The recent banquet at the Manhattan 
Club assumes special significance on account 
of the fact that the possibilities and the 
probabilities of the democratic party met 
there, in the shape of Grover Cleveland and 
David Bennett Hill. The -programme of 
the affair lacked the formality that usually 
attends on such events. What was said and 
done seemed to spring naturally from the 
occasion. Spontaneity such as marked the 
speeches and the excuse for them is not the 
result of a cut-and-dried arrangement. 

It was announced that there would be no 
speech-making—that isto say, no formal 
speech-making—yet what more natural, 
after the banqueters had warmed with the 
ardor of the feast, than that the host should 
rise and propose the health of New York’s 
great democratic governor, who sat on his 
right? What more natural than the ap- 


plause that followed this reference to Gov- | 


ernor Hill’s services? The significant fact 
was that ex-President Cleveland joined most 
heartily in the applause. Then when the 
host, in turn, proposed the health of the 
ex-president and made. allusion to his dis- 
tinguished services to the country, Governor 
Hill applauded as heartily as anybody. 

When Mr. Cleveland rose to respond to 
the bumper, he made a few general remarks, 
and then turning to Governor Hill, congrat- 
ulated him most heartily on his administra- 
tion of the affairs of the great state of New 
York, and he congratulated the democratic 
party on the fact that Governor Hill is to be 
the next United States senator from New 
York. He said that if Governor Hill’s 
career in that office is as successful as his 
work at Albany, he would have a record to 
be proud of. Mr. Cleveland spoke most 
earnestly, and when he had _ concluded 
every man in the hall rose from his seat and 
joined inthe applause and cheering that 
followed. It was perceived by every one 
present that the time had come for the 
reconciliation of the two great democrats, 
and that hereafter there was to be not only 
harmony, but acordial understanding be- 
tween them. 

Responding, Governor Hill referred to the 
great services of Mr. Cleveland to the coun- 
try and his party, and to some of the great 
triumphs of his administration. Then Gov- 
ernor Hill declared that his highest ambition 
was to emulate the example and the success 
of Grover Cleveland. Once again the guests 
rose to their feet and cheered and ap- 
plauded. 

We have no sort of doubt that each of 
these distinguished gentlemen spoke his real 
sentiments, nor is there any doubt that each 
was glad of the opportunity that presented 
itself to promote democratic harmony in 
New York state and throughout the coun- 
try. Itwill be a fortunate thing for the 
democratic party if the democrats of the 
country take their cue from the attitude and 
declarations of these two distinguished 
leaders. 

In order for the party to succeed there 
must be harmony. New York state is neces- 
sary to the party, but when there is war be-

One Thousand Black Babies. 

For some time past the rumpus raised over 
the failure of Banker Kean, of Chicago, has

Taylor had de- 
posited in the bank $30,000, to be used in 
buying African children, and bringing them 
to this country, where they would be 
Christianized and educated. Now, this sum 
would purchase, at $304 piece, the average 
price in Africa, 1,000 black babies, or as 
Bishop Taylor expresses it,1,000 souls. 
It will now be understood why. Banker 
Kean is so relentlessly pursued. It was bad 
enough §for him to steal the funds of

Now They See It. 

Since the sudden disappearance of the 
force bill certain thoughtful republicans are 
beginning to express the opinion that the 
measure was an impracticable one. 

Impracticable! How could any sane 
man have doubted it from the first? Even 
The London Spectator, on the other side of 
the sea, saw the difficulties in the way of 
enforcing such a law. It warned the re- 
publicans+ that in time of peace they could 
not decree the military occupation of the 
south, and nothing less would have given 
the federal law any vitality. 

The Spectator did not go far enough. We of 
the present generation recollect the time when 
the federal government tried to put bay- 
onets behind biack ballots in the recon- 
struction era. The policy of force in those 
days was a failure, and would be again. 
Even President Grant, when he heard of the 
conflict in Louisiana, inwhich several hundred 
negroes were killed, decided to do nothing 
about it, and, it is said, the old soldier 
was really better satisfied than he cared to 
tell. In those turbulent times there was an 
army here to control elections, but when 
millions of freemen made up their minds to 
cast their ballots, and have them counted, 
how long was it before soldiers, carpet- 
baggers and deputy marshals vanished as if 
by magic? 

The force bill impracticable! We should 
think so. The brief reference we have 
made tothe reconstruction chapter in our 
history is a pointer, full of suggestions. It 
proves our side of the case, for history re- 
peats itself. 


The Quiet Man Wins. 

Speaking of the methods of Senator Gor- 
man in shelving the force bill, The New 
York Herald says that while he is ac- 
quainted with all the resources of finesse, he 
is always cool, gentlemanly, unobstrusive 
and wary. He never blusters or threatens, 
He never loses his temper, but is always 
serene and polite. 

This pen picture reminds one of a similar 
man in the house—Crisp, of Georgia. 
During the stormy scenes, when even the 
oldest democratic members were irritated 
beyond endurance by Reed’s oppressive 
rulings, Crisp was perhaps more fortunate 
than any one on his side of the house, not 
only in obtaining recognition, but in carry- 
ing his point. Like Gorman, he was always 
quiet, courteous and business-like. When 
he rose, it was fora purpose. When he 
spoke it was because he had something to 
say. Thecharacter of the man‘<and his 
methods impressed the bulldozing speaker 
in spite of himself. It was an easy matter 
to rap down a noisy and abusive member, 
but Reed felt that he must respect the Geor- 
gian who never lost his self-poise, and 
never departed from the business of the 
hour. 

It may be said, without exaggeration, that 
the quiet man generally wins, In diplomacy 
men like Talleyrand and Metternich tri- 
umphed over statesmen who were blatant 
and aggressive. In war the Napoleons, Von 
Moltkes and Grants are the victors. _At the 
barit isthe same. In many an exciting 
legal fight, just when everything seems to be 
in favor of a dashing advocate famous for 
his eloquence, a lawyer equally noted for his 
reticence and self-possession turns him down 
with a few words, and literally smashes 
him. 

It is a great mistake to send a man to the 
legislature, or to congress, simply because 
he is an orator, and is in the habit of thun- 
dering his way to success. The greatest 
work in politics, and in other lines of human 
endeavor, is accomplished by quiet planning 
and quiet effort. It requires just: such a 
man as Senator Gorman to meet and sur- 
prise the advocates of the force bill. Many 
a great crisis in politics is very like a game 
of chess, Talk in such cases is vain. Blus- 
ter will not win. Vigilance, coolness and 
reticence command the situation, and just at 
the right moment the quiet man possessed 
of these qualities cries, ‘‘Check!’’ and wins 
the game.

GEORGIA NEWS NOTES. 


—Up to date 7,000 bales of cotton have been 
shipped from Buena Vista, and the crop is not 
near in. 

——Mr. J. Gilmer, a Savannah engineer, has in- 
vented and patented a mail box and door bell 
combined, It consists of a box, about six inches 
square, made of cypress, attached to a board 
twelve inches long. A slot is cut in the back of 
the box to receive the mail. The box is supplied 
with a lock and key, and it is placed on the inside 
of the door, in which there is a slot correspond- 
ing to the one in the box. The handle to the box 
slide and bell projects on the outside of the door. 
The mailis dropped in the slot and the handle 
pulled down, the bell is rung, and the mail can 
only be secured by unlocking the box. The bell 
can be rung only once, but a catch placed near the 
bell can be drawn back, permitting as many rings 
as desired. 

——Detectives in Thomas county are on the 
track of certain persons who have been wantonly 
shooting horses in that section. Two fine colts, 
belonging to Mr. M. B. Jones, were found in the 
lot wounded by rifle balls. A number of fine hogs 
were also found in the same condition. 

——The establishment of new banks shows the 
healthy financial growth of Thomasville.

The Necessity for Care. 

EprToR CONSTITUTION: The recent severe and 
protracted rains have been productive of consid- 
erable damage to cotton throughout the sections 
affected. Many planters who have been holding 
their cotton for higher prices have been careless 
about sufficiently housing it from the weather, 
aud the result of this exposure to wind and rain 
has been an injury to both grade and staple. 
Losses arising from this source are, of course, 
berne by the producer, but often the purchaser is 
obliged to meet claims made by the consumer on 
account of loss in weight of these cottons. This 
“country damage” could easily be avoided by 
more care and attention to the shelter of bales 
from the weatber while at ginhouses and depots, 
but about this time of year this class of cotton in- 
ip — amp, bo 4 penis on the market. 

The above applies not only to this year, but is 
tme of past seasons, and I would be glad if this 
atticle in your widely read paper should have 
same effect towards inducing farmers in the 
future to take better care of their crops after they 
have been gathered, and thus avoid the trouble 
ami loss that result where cotton has been 
damaged in this way.

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the sorest hardships of the workshop, that 
wives and little ones may have food and 
raiment convenient for them. 

In many an attic, far above the rush and 
roar of the city’s travel and traffic, many ®& 
poor, emaciated wife and mother liter- 
ally sews with one thread a shirt 
and a shroud. We can readily forgive Thomas 
Hood his ever recurrent puns and gibes for the 
sake of his pathy withthe needlewomen of 
London, and his Christly compassion for the 
more unfortunate outcast who would fain end 
her grief and shame by one desperate leap 
from some “‘Bridge of Sighs.”” Let the pam- 
pered priest stalk by on the other side, lest the 
squalid beggar should come “‘betwixt the wind 
aud his nobility.” Let the course-grained and 
low-browed worshiper of Mammon scoff at 
sentiment; but leta nobler manhood havea 
heart to pity and a hand to help the shi 
wrecked brother or the fallen sister who 
struggling for a foothold on God’s earth. 


The Chicago Inter Ocean claims to have dis- 
covered that Benjamin Franklin is the daddy 
of ‘Old Probabilities.”” The Chicago journal- 
ist will find it difficult to convince the scien- 
tific world that this alleged discovery is other 
than the finding of a ‘‘mare’s nest.” The 
claim is based on the fact that Franklin ex- 
pressed the conviction that storms usually 
traveled in an easterly direction, an opinion 
that was held centuries before the birth of that 
aces ge Whatever of science or skill may 

elong to the signal service bureau, may be 
justly credited to Commodore Maury. 

This great scientist whose services to civili- 
zation are not yet fully appreciated by his own 
countrymen, not only mapped the currents of 
the sea, but drew charts that 
clearly defined the movements of atmos- 
pheric currents, and made weather fore- 
casts something better than mere guess- 
work. 

No man felt more deeply the subjugation and 
humiliation of his native south than Commo- 
dore Maury. So much so, indeed, that he was at 
the point of expatriating himself. For thi: he 
had splendid opportunities offered him by sev- 
eral of the leading governments of Europe. 
He was cut off, however, in mid-career, and 
men of science in both hemispheres regarded 
his death more than a national calamity. 


Marco Polo, the Venetian traveler won an 


unenviable distinction by the story of his mar- « 


velous adventures by land and sea. He was 
long ago christened “‘the boss liar’ of the 
ages, and has fixed abrand on the whole 
traveling fraternity from the sixteenth cen- 
tury downward. 

It is refreshing, therefore, to meet with a 
traveled man who is at the same time the soul 
of honor and truthfulness. A few days ago we 
met a “rara avis’ of this ornithological spe- 


cies. 

He called himself a hedge Cockney because, 
while he was born in the country, he was reared 
and educated at Chelsea, which bears about the 
same relation to the great English metropolis 

that West End does to the Gate City of the 
South. We were struck with his candor when 
he told us that he was not quite sure that 
he had ever seen Thomas Carlyle. He 
remembers, however, having seen at odd 
times ayenerable personage, with long hair, 
who, with tottering steps and staffin hand, 
made his appearance on the streets of Chelsea. 
On these occasions the old man seemed to be 
in a pensive mood, as though he were in 
labor with some ‘Latter-day Pamphlet.” He 
was informed that this was the great thinker 
who pictured in immortal words that 
devil dance, the first French revolution. He 
refused, however, to vouch for the truth of 
the statement. He had several times visited 
the house of commons, but never chanced to 
see Disraeli. or Gladstone. He did see Par- 
nell, the since fallen Irish leader, and several 
lesser notabilities. After —. the 
course of study in a ndon 
grammar school, he sailed for Boston, where 
he sojourned several months. He then came 
to lower Georgia, where he was engaged quite 
awhile in teaching. Afterwards he was con- 
verted at a district conference at Waycross, 
entered the ministry and is now an under- 
raduate of the South Georgia conference. 

6 lift our hatin profound obeisance to a man 
who has seen so. much and yet knows so little. 

We find in the colamnsof a northern journal 
what purports to be a reliable account of the 
life of Blind Tom, the musical prodigy. The 
writer claims that Virginia was his birthplace, 
and that he began toexhibit his remarkable 
gifts as he played around the negro cabins of 
the old plantation. This statement may be 
true as to his birthplace, but the other details 
are fabulous. 

In 1855 I was stationed as junior preacher in 
Columbus, where General Bethune, who was 
well known as a secessionist per se, at that 
time resided. One sultry summer afternoon 
of that year I met the general on lower Broad 
street, leading Blind Tor . Tom seemed to be 
a delicate boy, not more than nine or ten 
years of age. In our interview, General 
Bethune spoke of Tom’s wonderful 
gifts, and asked if I would like to hear him 
play on the piano. Of course I was glad of 
the opportunity. Upon his invitation I 
wentinto the rear office of some business 
house close at hand, where there was a par- 
tially dilapidated Chickering 

Leading Tom to the instrument he said, 
‘‘Tom, I want you to play for this gentleman.” 
He at once commenced thrumming the keys, 
his eyes fairly sparkling with delight. 

In a very little while he began to 
lay a familiar air with a readiness and taste- 
ulness that both amazed and thrilled me. 

He was evidently playing by ear, and his 
fingering and expression then were far below 
the plane of excellence he had attained when 
Inext heard him in Atlanta, during the first 
year of the war. So that in his 
case inspiration owas greatly helped 
by practice and training. 

General Bethune said to me that because of 
his blindness Tom was somewhat of a privi- 
leged character in his parlor. He appeared 
greatly rr by the performance of the 

oung ladies of the family. Noticing his pecu- 
iar gifts, they encouraged him toplay, and his 
progress in a few weeks after he first touched 
en was a wonderto the entire house- 
old. 

It was not long after this that I heard him 
on the occasion just referred to.

MR. ROBSON IN “THE HENRIETTA.” 


Stuart Robson was given an ovation at DeGive’s 
lastnight. After an absence of four years, a 
standing-room-only crowd greeted the famous 
comedian; andit is no exaggeration to say that 
every individual in that big audience enjoyed 
every minute of “The Henrietta.” 

In the entire range of modern comedy, there is 
nothing more delightful than Mr. Howard's 
“Henrietta.” It is a strictly American play, deal- 
ing with American scenes and real Americans.

“And the Only DIRECT LINE 
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Who Were Confined to a Swamp Island for 


Eight Days, with No Means of Escape, 
and Without Food. 


AvausTa, Ga., February 2.—[Special.]— 
Four men living eight days on one possum 
on a deserted island, is the outline of a sensa- 
tional story related in Augusta today. Mr. J. 
O’Bnen, a railroad contractor, building the 
Southbound railroad from Savannah to Co- 
lumbia, is authority who vouches for the truth 
of the story. O’Brien says thatin removing 
his camps from the Middle Georgia and At- 
lantic railroad to the Southbound railroad 
week before last, when they reached the ferry 
at Stony Bluff, seventy-five miles below Au- 
gusta, to cross the Savannah river, two mules 
got lost in the woods. 

Four white men in the party started hunting 
for the strayed animals. When they got sév- 
eral miles off, the river commenced rapidly 
rising, and before they could return to the 
ferry the water got beyond bounds and covered 
the ground several feet. The men realized 
their peril,’ and sought refuge on a sma!l strip 
of land, which the water completely encircled 
and formed a little island, in the heart of the 
dense swamp. The four men were forced to 
remain on the island eight days, awaiting the 
water to recede, which has not yet returned 
within its confines. 

Eight days on an island were trials of suf- 
fering and distress. The men were without 
provisions, and no possible means of securing 
food. Each day they swam outin the stream 
in hopes of striking dry land that would lead 
back to the starting point, but water was 
everywhere. Equanimity was destroyed, 
and death from starvation stared them in the 
face, for there was no-sign of @ raven, and 
it was apprehended among the men that in 
their craze to satisfy hunger, they would 
finally have to resort to cannibalism. All they 
had to eat in eight days was a possum, which 
they caught in the drift wood, and cooked by 
a fire on the island. 

A searching party, in boats, was started 
after several days had elapsed, and the men 
failed to return from the hunt of the mules, 
and found the party lying on an island, weak 
from starvation, and almost perished to death. 
They were safely paddled to Stony Bluff, 
where their ravenous appetites was satisfied. 
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WEST END AND ATLANTA.

The Atlanta Street Railroad Company had 
been notified to be present, and was repre- 
sented by its superintendent. He stated for 
the company that the electric line was to be 
put in operation at once, and it is believed the 
change can and will be completed in thiry 
days. —

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 2.—The stock market today 
was more active and stronger, the strength shown 
being entirely out of proportion to the increase in the 
yolume of business. The improvement in prices was 
well distributed, but the strongest stocks were Lake 
Bhore, Manhattan, Wheeling and Lake Erie, both com- 
mon and preferred Western Union, Missouri Pacific, 
and Pacific Mail. It will thus be seen that Gould 
stocks were the leading groupinthe market, but the 
Grangers, especially the corn roads, and the Vander- 
bilts, were not far behind. There was no news of 
special importance to boom the list, but the brokers 
report more inquiry from outsiders, and there is a 
growing impression, which may account for the 
strength today, that as the time approaches for the 
adjournment of congress, there willbe a continucd 
improvement in the market, uncertainty as to the 
financial legislation being at an end at that time so 
far as the present session is concerned. The evening 
this morning showed a stronger and more confiden 
tone, and Lake Shore started an upward movement, 
traders detecting what they supposed to be inside buy- 
ing. This induced considerable covering of shorts, 
and brokers who have been short of market for some 
time were prominent in bidding up prices all through- 
out the day. The result disclosed the fact that short

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, February 2,—The price of wheat for May 
stood %c higher at the close today than it did Satur- 
day and sc lower than the highest point touched to- 
day. The opening price for May was an indication of 
the influences which might ordinarily be looked for 
from such news as had then been received. It was 
anywhere from 99\s@99\c, or 4@XKe below the closing 
point Saturday. The advance named was, however, 
of only momentary duration, and before 20 minutes of 
the session had gone by the price had advanced to 
101% with just enough selling at the extreme price to 
make a quotation. There was trading on an immense 
scale all over the pit. The feeling was one of intense 
nervousness, and the succeeding fluctuations were fre- 
quent-and heavy. A decline to 100\4 was succeeded by 
& reaction to 101}4, and that again by slump, which 
left the price at 10034¢ 10 minutes from the close of the 
session, and excitement and nervousness continued to 
the close. 

The strength in corn was due principally, as was 
the case in wheat, to the nervousness of shorts. From 
53)g¢ at start May corn made a quick advance to 4c, 
chiefly under Hutchinson's efforts to buy, and then 
subsided to around 53% when he had desisted. 

The oats market was very active and at times greatly 
excited. The crowd was bullish, although news was 
of bearish nature. 

The provision market was irresponsive to excitement 
and advance in the prices of grain. Trade was rather 
dull, and the feature of it was the desire of. the longs 
to sell out, with no buyers apparently but the packers, 
who were short.

CHICAGO, February 2.—The condition of the wheat 
market at the opening was very unsettled, there being 
very little grain or provision sold for February deliv- 
ery; therefore, the cash deliveries, which usually in- 
fluence the market to a certain extent the forepart 
of the month, cut no figure whatever. Reports of rain 
in California, and public cables reporting the market 
for spot wheat a shade easier, encouraged the shorts 
and caused some selling by the longs on the opening, 
but very soon the scene shifted. ‘The report of the 
stocks in Liverpool having decreaséd 684,000 bushels, 
the India shipments being light, and there being some 
good sales of flour reported from Minneapolis, started 
some good buying. The market advanced very rapidly 
to 1004, when some local shorts became very heavy 
buyers, making a tremendous trade from 100'¢ to 1015¢. 
We think there was a pretty general evening up at 
about 101, and that a decline of a few cents in the near 
future is quite probable. The cold wave promised for 
the winter wheat belt still hangs over the northwest, 
acting as though it was a little afraid to invade this 
wild region. 

The strength in wheat and the unsettled weather 
started a speculative interest in corn. At times the 
market acted as though traders in that cereal were 
going to have a little picnic all to themselves—a sort of 
waking up from the past few weeks of dullness. The 
market advanced about 1 cent from Saturday’s close, 
and closed with nearly the entire advance sustained. 

There was a little more trading in oats than has pre- 
vailed during the past week, yet the maket was very 
narrow, and closed with very slight advance over Sat- 
urday’s figures. 

There was not enough trade in provisions to give any 
marked feature, the receipts of hogs still being so large 
as to cause would-be traders to be rather shy about 
buying. There are a good many speculators standing 
ready to buy provisions, particularly lard and ribs, 
when they think the hogs have been pretty thoroughly 
exhausted. Until then, however, we cannot look for 
much activity in that product.

The farmers of Georgia render you profound 
thanks for your successful efforts to secure free 
passes to delegates to the State Agricultural So- 
ciety convention to assemble in Savannah Feb- 
ruary llth and 12th. No one appreciates your 
kindness more than J. O. WADDELL. 

. THE OTHER ROADS. 

Other railroads had already granted the re- 
quest for passes. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville had done so, the Georgia railroad, the 
Covington and Macon, the Atlanta and Florida, 
the Georgia Southern, the Columbus and 
Rome, the Savannah, Americus and Mont- 
gomery, the Wrightsville road and the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western. 

*‘The East Tennessee officials,’’ said Colonel 
Waddell, “have made no announcement of 
their determination as yet, but the ofiicers 
have given us every assurance of doing all in 
their power tosecure the transportation for 
our delegates, and I feel certain there will be 
no trouble at all, especially in view of the past 
generosity of that road.”’ 

Governor Northen and Colonel Waddell have 
devoted a good deal of time to the pass ques- 
tion within the past few days, and they 
are both happy at the success of their efforts.

PAT ENRIGHT HELD BY THE COR- 


| ONER’S JURY 


For the Death of Doc Granger—-Continuation 
of the Investigation Yesterday After- 
noon—Enright Protests Innocence. 


Did Pat Enright kill Doc Granger? 

That he did not is what he will be required 
to prove in the courts. 

As it is, the coroner’s jury now holds him 
responsible for Granger’s death. 

Enright occupies a cell at police head- 
quarters, and todayj he will be sent to jail to 
await trial on a charge of murder. 

Yesterday afternoon the coroner’s jury re- 
convened in the basement of the courthouse to 
proceed with the investigation of the case, the 
details of the first of which investigation were 
printed yesterday. 

Daisy Lee, Mamie Williams and Patrolman 
Mehaffey were the witnesses introduced. 
Several others merely corroborated their testi- 
mony. 

Daisy Lee said Granger was in the house 
drunk, and that she heard him fall down the 
stairs. That was all she knew about it. 

Mamie Williams, the girl who testified on 
Sunday, but who then failed to tell all she 
knew, and who was kept at the station house 
all night by Sergeant Ozburn, to whom she 
had made important disclosures, to insure her 
appearance at the inquest, was put upon the 
stand again. 

The woman made substantially the same 
statement to the jury as that which appeared 
in yesterday’s report as coming from her 

ough Sergeant Ozburn. 
er i wr Enright, she testified, had both 
come to see the same woman, Dais i Lee. 
Whether they quarreled or not, she did not 
know. 

“T saw the two men standing at the head of 
the stairs,” she said. ‘‘Enright struck Granger 
several hard blows, knocking him down the 
stairs to the pavement. After Granger reached 
the bottom of the stairs, Enright followed him 
down there and jumped on him with his 
feet.”’ 

Patrolman Mehaffey was present with 
Granger before he died, and heard his state- 
ment. 

Granger had told Patrolman Mehaffey in 
effect that he had been beaten to death. He 
said he had gone to the Marietta street place 
and told Mehaffey that Enright had knocked 
him down the stairs. 

The marks on Granger’s body and the state- 


ment of the physician who examined him sus- 


tained the evidence adduced in showing that 
death was the result of violence. 

With these facts before them, the jury 
found a verdict, reciting that Doc Granger 
came to his death from injuries of which 
his body bore evidence, and _ that 
in their opinion the said injuries were inflicted 
by Patrick Enright. 

Enright still maintains his innocence. 

“IT did not see Granger that night,’’ he said, 
“and do not know anything at all about it, It 
will all be cleared up. 

Colonel Rube Arnold has been employed by 
Enright to defend him. Colonel Arnold visited 
him in his cell yesterday.
